exhibitors. A successful grower may 
be a@ poor exhibitor, while the small

Study the “air catalog and find out 
what the class requirements are; then 
select specimens accordingly. Live 
stock exhibitors know that a dairy cow 
would be disqualified in the beef cattle 
classes. The same principle applies in 
exhibiting vegetables. 

In the catalog of the Great Chi-Cook 
fair, which is to open next Saturday, 
prizes are offered for individual vege- : 
tables, such as the best watermelon, 
the best muskmelon, the best pumpkin, 
the best squash, the tallest stalk of 
corn, etc., and in al) ef these classes 
it is only necessary to consider the 
points that make a first class exhibit. 
In sélecting specimens for group ex- 
hibits the problem is different — uni- 
formity is of paramount importance. 

 dadges Dig to Bottom. 

The best results in making good 
group exhibits are obtained when three 
distinct selections are made—one in 
the field, another just before starting 
for the exhibition hall, and the third 
when the exhibit is placed on the table 
in*the showroom, according to C. E, 
Durst, director of the fruit and vege- 
table department of the Illinois Agricul. 
tural association. This calls for a fairly 
large collection of vegetables in mak- 
ing the first selection. Sort out the 
high grade individuals that are in ex- 
cellent condition in making the second 
selection and allow enough for a fairly 
wide latitude in making the final selec- 


tion. 

Harry W. Day, assistant farm advis- 
er of Cook county, emphasizes the im- 
portance of uniformity in group ex- 
hibits and urges truckers and garden- 
ere to pay particular attention to sizé, 
shape, color, and degree of ripeness. 
It is a common fault among farmers, 
he says, to select particularly large or 

highly colored specimens even though 
others cannot be found to match them. 
Difference in degree of ripeness is a 
good reason for some appar- 
ently choice produtts.

THE LUNAR PARADOX. 
By S. F. Maxwell. . 


| is no water on the moon. 
The mountains there are as dry 
as powder. They are desiccated 


: far beyond the extremes of the 
this globe there is always a little water 
to be found, even in the most baked 
and unpromising spots. Only a few 


drops, perhaps, But water. On the 


moon there is not even one drop. 

Craters are rimmed with ash heaps 
piled high with scoria and plugged 
with lava. Down these precipicelike 
slopes no rivulet ever coursed its way. 
No muddy rain ever descended to beat 
drop marks on their slopes. And yet 
the motive power of every one of these 
volcanoes was steam. Such a combina- 
tion on earth would be a paradox. On. 
the moon the explanation is simplicity 


earth. Its gravity is only one-sixth 
of that of ours. As a conseguencs the 
atmospheric pressure normal to the 
moon # far too low to condense water. 
Steam issuing from a vent remains 
steam. The internal forces of the 
steam’s molecules are greater than the 
attractive force of the moon.. Steam 
flew away as it emerged, leaving the 
moon arid and waterless.
